Resolved: That no later than December 5, 2007 the parties shall submit a
report that includes their findings and recommendations, including suggested legislation, regarding any
necessary changes to the formula for apportionment of education costs of the Wells-Ogunquit Community
School District for kindergarten to grade 12 to the Joint Standing Committee on Education and Cultural
Affairs; and be it further

Sec. 3 Legislation. Resolved: That the Joint Standing Committee on Education and Cultural
Affairs may submit a bill to the Second Regular Session of the 123rd Legislature to implement its
recommendations on matters relating to the report submitted by the parties pursuant to section 2.
